Applicant was directed to elect one of each species of A through E, meaning, one NHE inhibitor, one NHE-1 inhibitor, one NA=/K= 
2C1- symport inhibitor, one AE2 inhibitor. The election of Group I from the restriction is not^i. However, applicant was directed to 
further elect one of each agents. Applicant is reminded that the purpose of an election of species requirement is to simplify the search 
and issues considered during prosecution, and that because this is so, the ultimate allowance of a generic claim will encompass all 
additional species within the scope of the allowed genus. Stated alternatively, the purpose of the an election of species requirement as 
opposed to a restriction between claim groups is to reduce the burden on the examiner during prosecution only. A full search is 
merely postponed until allowance of the generic claim.
